Attached is an updated booklet on library and media services 
to all employees on all campuses. We hope you will find the 
information useful as you plan your work for the College. 

I am pleased to announce that Mr. S.N. Gaines, Media 
Technician, Fredd Campus, has joined the Library team. He has been 
providing media services for some time on the Fredd Campus, and we 
now have an "official" relationship with him. He served for many 
years as an electronics instructor and has worked as a media 
technician for the Title III program on the Fredd Campus for quite 
a while. 

I am also pleased, if somewhat tardy, to introduce two Senior 
Aides who have been assigned to the Library on the Sky land Campus. 
Mr. Leon Wheeler and Ms. Myrtle Reece are working at the 
Circulation Desk; Mr. Wheeler is also adding records to the library 
computer database. Both of these individuals are providing 
valuable services to the College through a program sponsored by the 
West Alabama Planning & Development Council. 

Obviously, the information in the booklet will soon be 
outdated. When library services are officially established on the 
Fredd Campus and the move of the Fifteenth Street Campus Library 
has been completed, we will issue an update on library/media 
services. In the meantime, please ask for clarification if you 
need it.

However, library services are available to all employees on 
all campuses — support staff, faculty, and administrators. 
Policies and procedures apply to all employees.

GENERAL INFORMATION 

Shelton State maintains the Junior College 
Library, located on the Skyland Boulevard Campus, and 
the Technical Library, which will be located on the 
Fifteenth Street Campus until later in academic year 
1994-95. The College is in the process of establishing 
a library center on the Fredd Campus. More details will be 
provided as plans are implemented. 

The Junior College Library, located on the Skyland Boulevard 
Campus, contains over 35,000 books and carries over 300 current 
periodical subscriptions; its holdings are primarily academic in 
tone and are provided in support of academic programs and courses. 
All library and audiovisual materials on the Skyland Boulevard 
Campus are housed in the library. 

The Technical Library houses approximately 2,500 books and 
carries over 50 current periodical subscriptions; its holdings are 
primarily occupational/technical in nature and are provided to 
support occupational/technical programs and courses. On the 
Fifteenth Street Campus, many materials are housed in the shops or 
departments where instruction occurs. 

Library services for the C.A. Fredd Campus are provided 
primarily through the libraries on the Skyland Boulevard Campus or 
the Fifteenth Street Campus, and no separate library facility is 
maintained at this time on the Fredd Campus. As on the Fifteenth 
Street Campus, materials to support instruction — including 
periodicals, books, and audiovisuals — are housed in the shops or 
departments where instruction occurs. 

SHELBY, a computerized online library catalog is provided on 
the Skyland Campus. Plans have been made to add other campuses to 
the system. A card catalog is available on the Fifteenth Street 
Campus, but no central listing of holdings on the Fredd Campus is 
currently available. Library hours are posted on the Skyland and 
Fifteenth Street campuses.
